Supervisor A. C. Higby, , wh 
brought up the question of "an 
gles,' that there would be no loop 
In such a transaction. 


Higby, opposed to the housing 


project fro* the beginning, indi 
cated he would go along with any 
recommendation of the judiciary 
committee on* * » 


Badger explained that the proa 


perom condition of the project, 
in regard to rental Income, made 
it possible to turn some of the 
money back to the county, in lieu 
of taxes. 
He said the law presently places 


low rental projects, such as tha 
created by the housing authority in 
Dixon, In a tax exempt category. 


This placed the project in a post 


Won of enjoying the benefits of a 
community without contributing fo 
its support. 


However, to compensate for this 


such projects were authorized to 
pay Into the public treasuries, 
percentage of the rental income 


According to Badger, the only 


thing the county needs to do is ac 
cepl the money by agreement be 
tween the housing authority and 
the county board. 


He emphasized that the county 


!• not liable for support of the 
project. However, he said It nat- 
urally would provide services of 
the sheriff. 


Badger estimated the county'* 


share of the shelter rent, on the 
basis of 10 per cent, would come 
to several thousand dollars under 
present conditions.

Money turned -over the the coun- 


ty is received by the treasurer's 
office. It is then distributed to tax- 
levying bodies. 


The city of Dixon already has a 


similar agreement with the hous- 
ing authority. However, it is re 
ceiving' only five per cent of the 
shelter rent. * • • 


What would happen if the hous- 


ing project fell into private owner- 
ship and out of the low income hous- 
ing bracket? 


According to Badger, it would 


Immediately become subject to tax 
atlon by the county; it would not 
be exempt under the law. 


He added that if the state ever 


ttominates low income project* 
from tax-exemption lists, the 
county would have to honor Ita 
agreement with the housing au- 
thority, accepting shelter rent to 
lien of turn. 
Badger could not estimate how 


much the housing project would 
pay toward county support under 
normal taxing circumstances.

Dulles Will Ask Molotov 
To Break Truce Deadlock 


Expect Secretary of 
State's Move Monday 


BERLIN OB—Secretary of State Dulles has decided to ask Soviet 


Foreign Minister Vyacheslav M. Molotov to use his influence with the 
Chinese Communists in an effort to break the Panmunjom deadlock on 
a Korean peace conference. 


Dulles will make his move ic 


Big Four secret talks here Mon- 
day. 


At that time the question of Ko- 


rea is to be brought up among 
the foreign ministers in connection 
with a Soviet proposal for a Big 
Five conference, including Com- 
munist China. 


Reject Big Five 


The United States position, dip- 


lomatic informants said, is that the 
American government will cate- 
gorically reject any five-power 
conference which is of such a 
character as to recognize the Chi- 
nese Communist regime as one of 
the great powers. But it is willing 
to deal with Red China on specific 
and limited issues which can only 
be handled in that way. 


A Communist crackdown on 


East German workers speaking 
out against Molotov's plan for the 
unification of Germany paralleled 
today's final session of the second 
week of the Big Four conference. 


Western diplomats said that the 


Monday talks will be concerned 
with Russia's proposal for a five 
power conference and with Rus- 
sian and French disarmament pro- 
posals, as well as when and how 
to begin negotiations on Austria. 


The problem on Germany now 


seems to be how to disengage- 
how to fix the blame on the other 
fellow for frustrating a German 
unification agreement. 


Same Position 


American officials said that Dul- 


les' basic position on the issue of 
steps toward peace in the Far East 
is the same as it was in the fall 
when he sketched the broad out- 
line of his policy in a speech at 
St. Louis. 


His reasoning is that in Korea, 


where an armistice ended the 
fighting last usmmer, there is a 
wide open opportunity for serious 
negotiation on a political settle- 
ment. He apparently regards the 
Red handling of this opportunity 
as a test of the entire Red attitude 
towards peace.

Mercy planes were reported fly- 


ng doctors, nurses, medicines and 
other supplies to the stricken zone, 
n the rugged jungle country cen- 
tred 70 miles northeast of Tuxtla 
luitierrez, the capital, and about 
100 miles west of the Guatemalan 
frontier. Communications were 
disrupted. 


The first word to reach Mexico 


City came in a delayed telegram 
from a newspaper correspondent 
n the state capital. He offered no 
estimate of the total casualties or 
damage, but aaid the towns of 
Yajakm, Tita, Petalcingo and Chi* 
on were hard hit by the mid* 
morning quake and hillsides crum- 
bled.

Of 'Gloomy Prophets9 


President 
Raps Critics 
AtGOPRally 


Promises Citizens 
Partnership in 
Federal Government 
WASHINGTON (^—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower has advised 
Americans to ignore "proph- 
ets of gloom" and has prom 
ised them a "big brother part- 
ner in the federal govern- 
ment." 


Addressing a cheering throng of 


more than 6,500 at a GOP box sup 
per Friday night, Eisenhower sail 
ed into Democratic predictions of 
hard times, saying "The United 
Stales doesn't need to fall." 


And he emphasized he wants to 


conduct the presidency under the 
Constitution "in the same general 
form" as it now stands. 


Answers Critics' 


He spoke only 12 minutes. In 


that time he took on two sets of 
critics—those, lik'e former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman, who say 
the country is now in a recession, 
and those who have been calling 
for a constitutional amendment 
that would limit the scope el 
'treaties' arid give" Congress more 
control over international agree- 
ments. 


"We don't have to listen to the 


prophets of gloom who say we are 
going into this or that kind of 
stumble or fall," he declared as 
the crowd cheered. 


Then, without mentioning by 


name Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio), whose 
constitutional amendment on treaty 
powers he has opposed, Eisenhow- 
er said: 


"We must make certain that the 


genius of our Constitution and our 
government shall not perish, that 
it shall belong ... to those who 
come after us in the same general 
form that it has been received by 
us." 


The President's b r i e f 
sally 


against those who predict a further 
economic downturn was in line 
with repeated statements by ad- 
ministration and Republican party 
leaders that the country is under- 
going no more than an adjustment 
which will run a natural course 
without serious trouble. 


However, echoing the expressed 


views of many Democrats, Truman 
said in New York last night "The 
recession that started on the farms 
last spring has already spread to 
the city streets — and a depression 
would do likewise."

continued, Eisenhower is "the best 
known salesman" to lead the free 
world.

California, the GOP floor leader, 
kept the Republican ball rolling 
with speeches at a party breakfast 
today.

VATICAN CITY <*)—Pope Pius XII shows symptoms of a very 


slight improvement, but "the state of general weakness persists," his 
private doctor announced today.

Riccardo 


Galeassi-Lisi, said the Pope passed 
"a moderately fair" night. 


Later, the Vatican press office 


issued a statement saying the Pope 
had passed a tranquil night. It add- 
ed that improvement noted late 
Friday night in his condition was 
"maintained also this morning." 


A Vatican spokesman, Msgr. 


Angelo Dell'acqua of the secretary 
of state's office, said there was 
hope the enfeebled pontiff, 77, 
might be able better to take some 
nourishment. 


Causes Anxiety 


The Pope's trouble keeping down 


food has caused anxiety. To help 
maintain his strength, he has been 
fed intravenously. 


The Rome newspaper n Tempo 


said the Pope, the spiritual leader 
of 400 million Roman Catholics 
throughout the world, had not left 
his bed in his third-floor apartment 
in the Vatican Palace since he 
was stricken Jan. 25. He tried to 
rise once or twice, the newspaper 


said, but was too feeble to do so. 


Prof. Galeazzi-Lisi, in issuing 


yesterday the first bulletin he had 
ever released on the Pope's health, 
revealed a hope that -it would be 
possible soon to "repeat particular 
x-ray examinations" of the stom- 
ach and other nearby organ's. 


Throughout the night D. R. Paul 


Niehans, a Swiss specialist in dis- 
orders and diseases of the aged, 
apparently remained in the Pope's 
apartment.

terday, is a noted Italian general 
practitioner, Dr. Cesare Frugoni.

Uprising Is 
Expected as 
Reds Stall 


Move Gestapo Into 
Industrial Plants; 
Report Troops Move 
BERLIN UP)—Jittery Red 


Gestapo agents moved into 
major industrial plants in the 
Russian zone today with or- 
ders to grab any German who 
demands free elections and 
clap him into jail. 


Chief Ernst Willweber issued the 


decree to his secret police to 
smash a wave of unrest that start- 
ed as soon as Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov stalled the Big 
Four parley on German unifica- 
tion. 


Gird Forces 


Fearful of another June 17, the 


East German Communist regime 
girded its forces to avoid the em- 
barrassment of an outbreak at tbia 
critical time. It was clear the Rus- 
sians were leaving this policing job 
to their zonal underlings. 


Rumors sped thick and fast that 


the Soviet army, which shattered 
last June's workers' uprising, had 
moved again as a precautionary 
measure. Thorough checking by 
Western agencies in position to 
make such checks indicated the 
rumors were false. 
' 


Units Shifted 


It was learned that several Red 


army housekeeping unita have 
been shifted around on the Berlin 
perimeter in the past week, par- 
ticularly in the Potsdam and Ba- 
belsberg area. This was described 
by Western informants as a purely 
routine maneuver which did not 
bring one "Red army soldier closer 
to East Berlin than he was a week 
before. There were no tanks in- 
volved. 


The impression was given that 


the Russians trust the 250,000 East 
German Communist regular police, 
militarized police, and security 
agents to handle any ruckua for 
the moment. Molotov told the Big 
Four Friday measures had been 
taken to prevent rioting similar to 
that on June 17, which he blamed 
on "outside powers"—a reference 
to charges that American and 
other western agents had steamed 
up the rebellion.

Snow-Melting Hot Water Pipes, 
Quickest Way to 'Shovel' Snow 


Snow is the fluffy stuff that, whit* 


Christmas dreams are mad* on. 
But it's a figurative pain in the 
neck to homemakers when tracked 
into the house, and sometime* a 
literal pain in the neck to pedestri- 
ans. Besides being a bane to neat 
housekeeping and an accident haz- 
ard, it has to be removed, one way 
or another, from sidewalk* and 
' driveways. 


One of the quickest and safest 


ways of doing so is to employ, 
not the neighbor's kid and hi* •ho- 
vel, but snow-melting hot-water 
pipe* embedded in concrete, or 
"blacktop." 


If you're thinking of resurfacing 


concrete walks or driveways, or of 
surfacing unpaved ones, it would 
be a good time to consider the ad- 
vantages of such a system. 


First of all, a 50-foot-long drive- 


way might be equipped with a 
enow-melting system for as little as 
$300, but cost depends on local con- 
ditions — including the amount "of 
snowfall to be expected, besides 
the area of the surface affected. 


The cost of operation is surpris- 


ingly low, according to One manu- 
facturers of steel pipe often used 
in snow-melting systems. It aver- 
ages seven to 15 cents per thousand 
square feet of surface for every 
inch of snowfall. The typical auto- 
matic installation is designed to 


melt snow on side-walks or drive- 
ways at the rate of one inch per 
hour, says the Plumbing and Heat- 
ing Industries'Bureau, with a solu- 
tion heated to only 100 degrees. 


In many homes that have boiler 


heat, the same boiler that heats 
the water and supplies domestic 
hot water will be adequate for the 
snow-melting system, when a heat 


exchanger is installed. 
But it 


should be a separate system from 
the regular heating plant. 


If your heating system is of the 


forced air or gravity type, a sep- 
arate hot-water boiler can be -in 
stalled to supply heat for snow 
melting. 


Snow-melting systems are kept 


from freezing- with a solution of a 


permanent anti-freeze and water. 
Sometime* epecial light oils are 
used. 


Likelihood of pipe failure is said 
o be extremely remote if the sys- 
tem is properly installed and test- 
ed. It is vital to keep any corro- 
sive element out of contact with 
pipe coils. 


A "blacktop" bituminous mix 


can be used in the heated slab as 
well as concrete. Snow-melting sys- 
tems in operation do'not raise the 
surface temperature of the slab 
near as high as does the summer 
sun, 
so softening doesn't become 


excessive. 


In estimating the cost of the 


concrete or "blacktop"-alone, bear 
in mind that the slab, should not 
be less than five inches thick for 
sidewalks or driveways. The pipe 
coils should have at least two in- 
ches of paving above and beneath 
them. The installation also calls 
for six to eight inches of crushed 
stone fill beneath the slab. 


Snow-melting systems can be 


operated manually — just a flip of 
a switch when snow begins to fall— 
or automatically with an electric 
eye switch that sends the anti- 
freeze solution through the coils 
when falling snow reaches the point 
to which' the "eye" has been ad- 
justed.

A clever conversation 
starter 


and decorative fillip for a porch is 
a mobile dancing lightly in the 
summer breezes. You can buy mo- 
biles for a few dollars on up—and 
up. Or you can make your own 
three-dimensional "picture" for a, 
few pennies. They are easy to 
make and can point up a special 
interest, hobby or personal foible. 


To find out how to put .one to- 


gether, I talked to Guido Chigi, a 
noted Chicago artist whose own 
mobile creations are custom-made 
and sell for 
also teaches 


fancy prices. Chigi 
art to junior high 


school youngsters. 


"To be pleasing to the eye, a 


mobile must have design, balance, 
and repetition of form and color," 
Chigi said. .Although there are al- 
most endless variations in mobiles, 
Chigi advises amateurs to stick to 
simple shapes and use easily work- 
ed materials in bright colors. 


A simple mobile usually has a 


main arm from which motifs are 
suspended. The whole is suspend- 
ed from a hook or thumbtacks on 
a line which is tied to the main 
arm. 


For easily worked materials to 


cut into simple shapes, he sug- 
gests balsa wood, heavy card- 
board, plastic scraps, flattened tin 
cans, reed and copper or alumi- 
num foil. But, he emphasizes, you 
can use almost anything your fan- 
cy dictates. 


To thread motifs together he 


uses black thread, string, or fish- 
ing line. For the main arm he 
says you can use a short length 
of reed or a welding rod which 
can be curved. Hobby shops or 
hardware stores will yield any 
material you don't have. 


When you've 
decided 
on 
a 


"theme," such as nursery rhyme 
characters, ships, fish, or .weather 
symbols, or abstract shapes, you 
may want to make a rough sketch 
to follow. Cut out the shapes and 
shift them around on a flat sur- 
face to get a starting pattejn which 
you may change as you assemble 
the mobile because I found pat- 
terns take on a different look in 
the air. Apply paint before you 
assemble the mobile. 


To assemble the shapes, loop one 


end of your main thread around 
a clothesline, or tie; it to a ceiling 
fixture and knot the other end 
loosely around the main arm. Shift 
the arm back and forth to main- 
tain the balance as you string up 
the motifs. When the mobile is 
finished, 'twist a thin wire loop 
tightly around the balance point 
and tie the thread to this. 


How much can a family normally 


pay for a home without causing a 
long-term hardship?

In other words, if 
you earn $5,000 a year, the price 
of your home should not be more 
than $10.500; if income is $10,000. 
you should not buy or build a 
home costing more than $25,000. 


"Furthermore, monthly carrying 


charges (payments on mortgage 
principal, interest, taxes and insur- 
ance) should not exceed the home 
buyer's weekly income. Some mort- 
gage lenders go beyond this and 
suggest that weekly income should 
at least equal the carrying charges, 
plus the cost of transportation to 
place of employment, cost of gas 
and electric service and cost of 
heating fuel. This is so (.hat a home 
buyer will not take on financial ob- 
ligations which will work a hard- 
ship on him and his family." 


Figure Down Payment 


Jackson suggested that a familv 


desiring to build or buy should first 
determine the amount of cash that 
can be paid as the initial equity, 


or down payment. This figure could 
include the value of the land if the 
prospective 
homeowner already 


owns the lot. 


"When you have established the 


amount of your cash outlay," Jack- 
son continued, "you can then deter- 
mine the size of the morgage re 
quired. In other words, if you have 
$3,000 cash, want to retain $1,000 
for furnishings and apply $2,000 for 
the down payment, you will need a 
mortgage of $10,000 if your home 
costs $32,000." 


There are three principal types 


of mortgages: Conventional, on 
which the lender usually requires 
an equity amounting to at least 
one-third the value Of the property; 
FHA-insured. where he Federal 
Housing Administration in effect 
tells the lender that he will be pro- 
tected against loss in case of de- 
fault, and hence the lender can re- 
quire a smaller equity than for a 
conventional non-insured loan; and 
VA-guaranteed mortgages, where 
he Veterans Administration in- 
;ures the lender against loss and 
even less equity or down payment 
s required. 


Any of the three types can be 


obtained through savings banks, 
commercial banks, life insurance 
companies, savings-and-loan asso- 


ciation* or other institutions spe- 
cializing in real estate mortgages 


Interest Rate* 


At present, the interest rate on 


VA-guaranteed mortgages is four 
per cent a year. For an FHA-in- 
sured loan, it is 4U per. cent and 
the borrower pays approximately 
one-half of one per cent in addition 
to the FHA as an insurance prem- 
ium. Interest rates on conventional 
loans vary from 4l« per cent up- 
ward, depending on local circum- 
stances. 


Under almost all mortgages, the 


home buyer pays a fixed amount 
each month, which automatically 
pays off the principal and interest 
by the end of the mortgage term. 
The longer the term, the lower the 
payments and the higher the total 
interest paid. 


The following tables give the 


monthly payments for each $1.000 
of the three types of mortgages at 
various rates and for varying 
lengths of time. The figures do not 
include insurance or taxes.

farm program costs them.

As farm price supports work, they keep prices nigh at 


The guaranteed price us a sub- 
sidy to the farmer. If the market won't take his crops, the 
government will. Paying the farmer for the excess is one 
charge 
But by supporting the price, the government also forces 


the citizen to pay more for things in the market. So he pays 
once as taxpayer and again as consumer.

Is that all? Not quite. The surplus which the market 


can't absorb has to be stored. And it takes $14 million each 
month out of the taxpayers' pockets to cover the storage 
charge on huge supplies of grain, cotton, butter and eggs the 
government buys from over-producing farmers. 


The farmers deserve the protection of their government, 


for they are in a hazardous business. But the present sys- 
tem, with its triple penalty on the consumer-taxpayer, is 
costly, wasteful and impractical. 


Farmers know it in their hearts, but they cling to it be- 


cause they fear the unknown. Politicians know it, and they 
understand, too, that in the end it is up to them to devise 
a way to get out of the mess, while still reassuring the 
farmers.

Charges Prejudice 


Claiming to be legally exempt 


from 
military 
service, 
Ransom 


yesterday charged the local Selec- 
tive Service board with being pre- 
judiced against Jehovah's Witnes- 
ses. 


Alleging to be a minister of Je- 


hovah's Witnesses, he said the 
Selective Service board refused to 
place him in the draft-exempt 
class, in accord with the consider' 
ation given other ministers. 


Ransom said he became a min- 


ister in 1951 at Davenport, la., 
being duly ordained in accord with 
the practice of Jehovah's Witnes- 
ses. He has been serving as spe- 
cial representative for the Watch' 
tower Bible society in Lee county. 


In order to "obey God rather 


than men," Ransom explained he 
couldn't do both while a member 
of a military organization. 


He said as a minister of Jeho- 


vah's Witnesses, he has dedicated 
his life to spreading the word of 
God, that his efforts would be lost 
while in a military capacity. 


For obvious reasons, 
Ransom 


contended, even in hospitals, rules 
prohibit the type of endeavor dic- 
tated by his religion, preaching 
from person to person, home to 
home 


Ransom was not clear as to why 


the local board did not classify 
him as a minister, but indicated 
the reason probably was in a 'lack 
of understanding of the religion it- 
self. 


Explains Religion 


He explained that ministers of 


Jehovah's Witnesses do not reflect 
the ordinary idea of a minister, a 
person who preaches to a "regis- 
tered" congregation. 


Although thev are duly ordained 


after a definite course of study, 
he added, they preach in the 
horrifs. Concepts are governed bv 
the Watchtower Bible society. 


The Jehovah's Witnesses do not 


passively attend church. Rather, 
they are witnesses of God and ac- 
tively reveal His word to others, 
he said. 


Jehovah's Witnesses in Dixon 


keep no registration of members. 
They hold me&tings and conduct 
ministerial classes. 


Ransom said most of his time is 


spent visiting homes and preach- 
ing, and that he receives no com 
pensation with the exception of 
certain expenses. 


He added that he must work 


about one day a week on his fatlv 
er's farm to earn enough for liv 
ing expenses. 


Ransom said he is eligible to be 


exempt from the draft in that the 
term "minister" is in accord with 
the definition cited in the Selective 
Service regulations.

Under Section 16, the term "duly 


ordained 
minister 
of religion 


means a person who has been or- 
dained in accordance with ritual 
of a religion, and who preaches 
and teaches the doctrines of the 
religion as a regular-vocation, ad 
ministering the ordinances of pub 
lie worship embodied in the prin 
ciples of the religion. 


Ransom said his faith embodies 


certain principles, that when con- 
fronted by a conflict he must turn 
to the word of the Bible and God.
